cially invited friends be expected to be 
present at Jthe religious services held 
over a deceased person ; that the offi- 
ciating minister be not expected to at- 
tend the interment unless in peculiar 
oases making it obligatory ; that the 
bereaved take their final leave of the 
remains privately, and that Sunday fu- 
nerals be discouraged in all cases ei 
cent when they are unavoidable. 


It i) difficult to alter a custom in 


volving so many conflicting passions, 
grief, affection, friendship, vanity and 
social rivalry as our funeral fashion in- 
Tolves, but the hardships that too of- 
ten follow expensive interments arc so 
erious as to demand that the effort be 
made. The cost ot a funeral is of lit- 
le consequence to the rich, bnt in 
cases of families of limited means, it 
s sometimes equal to a temporary im- 
poverishment. 
The funeral of a dead 


xsrson may cost a sum that would sup- 
x>rt the bereaved household for hall a 
rear, as it may entail debts that arc 
only paid by years of painful self-denial 
and effort. 
It is a pious duty to lay 


away our deceased friends with all reas- 
onable accompaniments of fondness and 
respect, but these gentle feelings are 
not expressed in pageantry and display, 
which do the dead no good and the liv- 
ing great harm, and it were far better 
that the simple and quiet proceeding 
recommended by the alliance should 
take the place of the labored arid ex- 
pensive exhibitions now too frequently 
resorted to.

THE MILD WINTER. 


The New York HtraU, which is pcr- 


the best authority upon meleoro- 


ogical subjects ia the country, ac- 
counting fa* the mildness of the winter, 


A very remarkable concomitant, if 


not the chief cause of the recent warm 
winter hat been brought to light by a 
comparison of the thermal range of the 
Atlantic waters washing our gulf and 
eastern coasts. 
A careful compirison 


of the highest temperatures observed 
in the water at thirteen stations shows 
that the Atlantic during the past win- 
ter has been much -warmer off these 
coasts than during the same period o!' 
last year. The average ercess of tlier- 
mometrie range since January 1, 1880. 
from Oalveston to Key West and thence 
northward as far as Eastport, Me., is 
4.4 degrees, while at the stations along 
the gulf and South Atlantic coasts the 
similar eiccas in the water temperatures 
over those of last winter mounts up to 
5.8 degree*. 
These figures clearly 


prove that our continental winter cli- 
mate east of the Mississippi has been 
powerfully 
influsnced by the warm 


equatorial ocean to the south and east 
of the United States. 
Its tepid vol- 


umes emitting the heat of tbe tropics 
have served the eastern half of the 
country with the mild weather which 
is almost unprecedented. 


This abnormal ocean warmth cannot 


e a transient phenomenon, but must 
c traced to far-reaching and protracted 
adiation from the sun over the tropi- 
al and eitra-tropical zones of the 
outhern hemisphere, 
[t may, there- 


ore, be expected to exert a decided in- 
iuence on our approaching seasons, 
lossibly giving us an exceptionally 
warm and moist summer on this side of 
he Mississippi valley and as far north 
as the lakes.

A NEW YORK TRAGEDY. 


The Champaign Election. 


YORK, April 4.— Thomas Bar- 


ker, » wealthy, retired upholsterer, No. 
124 East One Hnndred and Fifth street, 
was found dead at daybreak this morn- 
ing in frcmt of No. 1723 Third avenue.

mps the imt authority upon meteoro- 
ogioal SBBJccts k the country, ac- 
wanting for the mildness of the winter, 
ays: 


A very remarkable concomitant, if 


lot the chief cause of the recent warm 
winter has been brought to light by a 
lomparisofl of the thermal range of the 
Atlantic waters washing our gull' and 
eastern coasts. A careful comparison 
if the highest temperatures observed 
n the water at thirteen stations shows 
hat the Atlantic during the past win- 
,er has been much warmer off thete 
coasts than during the same period of 
ast year. The average excess of ther- 
mometric range since January 1, 18SO. 
rom Galveston to Key West and thence 
northward as far as Eastport, Me., is 
4.4 degrees, while at the stations along 
the gulf and South Atlantic coasts the 
similar excess in the water temperatures 
over those of last winter mounts up to 
).8 degrees. 
These figures 
clearly 


prove that our continental winter cli 
nate east of the Mississippi has been 
powerfully inflaanced by the 
warm 


iquatorial ocean to the south and east 
if the United States. Its tepid vol 
umes emitting the heat of the tropics 
tiave served tha eastern half of the 
country with the mild weather which 
is almost unprecedented. 


This abnormal ocean warmth cannot 


be a transient phenomenon, but must 
be traced to far-reaching and protracted 
radiation from the sun over the tropi 
cal and extra-tropical 
zones of the 


southern hemisphere. It may, tbcre 
Tore, be expected to exert a decided in 
fiuencc on our approaching seasons 
possibly giving us an exceptional!; 
warm and moist summer on this side o 
the Mississippi valley and as far north 
as the lakes.
